INNOVATIONS FOR JUAREZ. 



El Paso. Tex., November 8 .— An innovation, new 
at least to the race-goers of the southwest, will be 
introduced at Juarez during the comiug season, as 
Ihe hoard of stewards will be located in a cupola 
above tin* stand occupied by the presiding judges, 
thereby enabling them to have a better view of the 
races than under the former arrangement. Another 
feature Mint is particularly gratifying to the horse- 
men is tlie expeditious manner in which they are 
passed through the custom house on the Mexican 
side.

Jack Atkin, anil the well-known 
Sager, which will be handled by trainer Herman 
Brandt. 

Secretary Davis will have the stake entries ready 
in a few days and announces that among tlie list 
are many of tlie most noted racers in the country.

PROMINENT EASTERNER CONTINUES HIS SUC- 
CESSFUL WAYS AT LAT0NIA. 

Stare and Question Mark Carry His Colots to Vic- 
tory, While Magazine Just Fails to Make It a 
Triple— Latonia Patronage Continues Big. 



Cincinnati. O., November 8 . — R. F. Carman's suc- 
cess eon tinned at Latonia this afternoon, represent- 
atives from his stable capturing two purses aiid oue 
taking second place. Stare arid Question Mark were 
tl.ose that earned brackets, while Magazine was the 
one to tiuish second. Mr. Carman would have pre- 
ferred to see Magazine wiu and. for that matter, so 
would the public. He was in the handicap Ibat fea- 
tured today’s card aud among others was opposed 
by Helmet. The latter won. but only after a strenu- 
ous drive that lasted the length of the stretch. Tin* 
margin of a nose separated the pair at tlie linisb. 
Magazine was coupled with Sir Alvescot, and the 
entry ruled favorite, tlie latter being considered quite 
an iiiqiortant factor before the race, but If In* did 
have a chance to lie prominent at any stage during 
the running, it was spoiled by the incompetent Van 
Benseboteii, who had the mount. Ethel D. was mi 
her bad behavior at the post ami wheeled as tlie 
break came, virtually causing her to be left. 

Ideal weather and a well-balanced card were re- . 
sponsible for the big attendance and holiday air 
that pervaded the course during the afternoon. The 
sport was interesting and tlie finishes in some in- 
stances elose. Tlie fifth race, in which some of the 
best selling platers in local training measured 
strides, was probably the tightest from barrier rise 
to finish seen in a long time. The nine starters ran 
in a compact group throughout and finished heads 
and necks apart. 

Big Melds went to the post in the first and third 
races, both of which resulted hi defeats for the 
favorites. I'nlou Jack accounting for the ojiener 
and incidentally taking the first purse that the St. 
James Stable has landed during the present fall term 
of racing on Kentucky tracks. 

Jeanne d'Arc won the third race, but her owners 
did not profit to any extent.' as J. McCarthy bid- 
her. up from $7o(>. her entered price, to $1,005, at 
which figure she was retained by her owner. 

Jockeys J. Reid and T. Koerner divided the riding 
honors with two wins each. The first named piloted 
I’nion Jack and Helmet, while Koerner was astride 
Stare and Question Mark. 

Jockey R. Goose came under the notice of the 
judges again through his rough riding tactics and 
was fined $50 for cutting across in tlie fifth race 
and blocking English Esther. 

K. F. Carman announced that he would winter 
his horses at Belmont Park and would ship there at 
the elose of this meeting. 

George J. Long and Dr. W. M. Black, manager of 
the Bashford Manor Farm, were among today’s 
visitors. 

Secretary Mnginn announced this afternoon that 
tlie two-mile race to Is* run here next Tuesday would 
he under handicap conditions, nominations to Is* made 
Saturday and acceptances of weight to be made Mon- 
day in the regular way.

Taboo and Fauntleroy have announctsl their inten- 
tions of going after the $1,500 that the association 
will add.

DANNY MAHER'S SUPERIOR HORSEMANSHIP. 

Never in his life did Dauuy Maher ride with 
greater dash and all-around skill thau in the course 
of the recent Newmarket Houghton meeting, and fol- 
lowing displays of extreme brilliancy on Lagos in 
the Jockey Club Cup and Phryxus in the Dewhurst 
Sportsman. 

“Not the least conspicuous feature of the 
Houghton meeting just concluded was the fine 
riding of Danny Maher, who stands out by himself 
the best jockey of the day, but is fortunate in so far 
that his contemiK>raries are weak by comparison 
with the days when not one but a dozen horsemen 
of his weight were available. It is not pleasant to 
contemplate that he is not home-made, but the fact 
of his having come from America detracts nothing 
from his undoubted skill and ability, and by the 
same rule Colonial origin is no setback against 
Frank Wootton, who is far in front of the other 
riders, in spite of his youth. Of course, it would be 
more satisfactory could one attribute their profi- 
ciency in the art of race riding to English teachiug, 
and great is the regret that the home-bred article 
is so degenerate. The Reiffs and Tod Sloan were 
undoubtedly jockeys of high class, and may be said 
to have been responsible, the last named especially 
so, for the introduction of a new style of riding 
which has. so to speak, revolutionized racing. Imi- 
tation we have been taught to believe is the sinccrest 
form of flattery, but while admiring the original as 
represented by the genuine article in such artists as 
Maher and Martin, 1 cannot admit the same appre- 
ciation for their imitators who carry their methods 
to excess, while, on the other band, I have noticed 
that the original crouched seat and short leg have 
been materially modified by the visiting exponents. 
As for Maher, his seat at no time is ungainly or 
cramped, and in a measure may be compared to that 
with which we were made familiar long years ago 
by such famous riders as George Fordham and John 
Osborne, one gone over to the great majority, but 
the other happily still remaining hale and hearty, 
and in spite of having passed bis 'three score and 
ten’ a regular rider at exercise. 

“It is human to err, and jockeys, like everyone 
else, are liable to errors of judgment. Maher is not 
immune, and makes mistakes in bis turn, but they 
art' exceptional, and when adversely criticised only 
go to confirm his individual superiority by compari- 
son. No greater acknowledgment of bis ability 
could be imagined than the patronage he commands 
ami it is no .mean honor that he claims Lord Rose- 
bery as his first employer at a large salary, in spite 
of what may be considered a limited racing stud. 
I am not one of those who consider that the jockey 
is the first consideration, as. earn what he may, it 
has ever been my contention that the trainer should 
at least be treated on au equality, for whereas ilia 
anxiety is constant night and day, as witness the 
experience, for example, of Percy Peck with Neil 
Gow. that of the rider lasts but a few minutes, 
though it must not be overlooked that he chances 
greater risks, and on occasions must of necessity be 
carrying his life in his hands. Equally on occasion 
jockey sh ip makes all the differelice between winning 
and losing, and again Neil Gow may be quoted as a 
particular case in point, for I challenge contradiction 
in stating that no jockey but Maher could have got 
him home in front of Lemberg for tlie Two Thousand 
Guineas, or could have dead heated with the same 
horse for the Eclipse Stakes at Sandown Park. Of 
themselves those two brilliant expositions of race 
riding may be said to have repaid Lord Rosebery for 
his outlay, and in less important degree tbe jockey 
has earned his retainer from Mr. Leopold de Roth- 
schild and Mr. Fairie respectively. 

“As regards the American’s riding this week, his 
handling of Admiral Togo III. in the Rutland Handi- 
cap on Tuesday was only excelled by the superb 
skill which landed Sandwich a clever winner of the 
Criterion Stakes from Borrow. Simply perfect was 
the effort which placed Levanger in front by a head 
for a selling plate, and almost magical was the man- 
lier in which be ‘kidded’ Lagos to win the Jockey 
Club Cup, after it had looked inexpressible odds on 
Royal Realm. As for tlie dead heat for the Dew- 
hurst Plate, there were good judges among the spec- 
tators who thought he should have won on Phryxns, 
but there I am at issue with them, for it struck me 
that instead of winning easily, as at one time 
seemed likely from his riding, he was. in fact, nurs- 
ing a beaten horse for a last effort, and this he ac- 
complished so effectually that he reached the post 
just in time to avert actual defeat. To my thinking, 
that was a fine performance on the part of Malier, 
but whatever may lie said to liis credit redounds 
also to that of Wootton. who probably never rode a 
better-judged race in his life than he did on King 
William. It was a case of an old head on young 
shoulders, for Lord Derby's colt having lost a lot of 
ground at starting would have been beaten easily 
bad he been bustled to begin with, and only the 
patience and skill of his rider enabled him in the 
circumstances to reach Phryxus in the last stride. 
That the son of William the Third and Giasait is 
the better horse I have no doubt, but the conditions 
were against him owing to a slovenly beginning, 
and I shall is* surprised if ever Mr. Fairic’s colt 
gets as near to him again, especially as the one 
strikes me as more likely to improve than the other.”
